Tub cclobiatcd hero presented to the pnblic nrider pecubar ad* 
vantOj^s mar require a few introductory remarks 

By tlio pubbcatiou, during the last luiU century, of Autobiographies, 
Dianes, and Bocorda of Personal Character, this class of literature has 
been largely enriclied, not only with works calculated for the benefit of 
(be stndeiit, buk lor that larger cluiss of readers— the people, who in 
the byeways ut Tlistoiy and Biography which these works present, 
gather iiAich of the national life at many periods, and pictures of 
in,anner^ and enstonis, habits and amusements, such as arc not so 
readily to be found in more elaborate works 

^'he Diary and Corrcsnoiidcticc of John Evelyn, published in the 
, year 1817, is the first of tlic (lass of books to whndi special reference is 
noro made This w<is tollowed by the publication, in 1820, of the Diary 
and Correspondence of Hamiiel Pepys, a woik of a more cntcrtaming 
eliaraotor tluii that of Evelyn There is, moreover, another distinction 
between the two the Diary of Pepys was written “ at the end of each 
ffticcocding day ,” whereas the Diary of Evelyn is more the result of 
leisure oud aitcr-th^nglit, and pai-takcs more of the character of 
history 

Pepys’s account of the Great Fire of London m 166G is full as mi* 
nutc as that of Evelyn, hut it is mingled with a greater number of per- 
sonal and official circumdances, of popular interest the sceriVoT 
disnfliy and contusion which it exhibits is almost beyond parallel 
“ It IS observed and is true in the late Fire of London,” says Pepys, 
" tlwt the fire biiriibfi just as niaw parish churches os there were hours 
fiom the begmmug to tlio end ot tiic Fire , and next, that there were 
jnst as in&ny chnTchcs left standing in tlic rest of the city that was not 
,buruo(h bdtiig, [ think, thirteen m all ot each , which is pretty to ob- 
servo ” Ag>iin, Pepys w.is ut tins tunc clerk of the Acts of the Navy , 
his honso and olhce were m Sccthmg-Iane, Criitched Fnars , he wai 
called lip at three in the mornuig, Eept *2, by his maid Jane, and so 
rose and slipped on his mghtgown, and went to lier window, but 
thonglit the hro far enough otf, and so went to bed again, and to sleep 
Next morning, Jouctold him that she heard above 3U0 houses had been 
burnt down by tbo fire they saw, and tlut it was then burning down 
air Fish4trcct, by London Bndge. " So,” Pepys writes, “ I made 
myself ready presently, and walked to the Tower, and there gcA, upon 
oac.of the higli [daces, and saw the houses ut that cud of the bndge 
all on fire, and an infinite great fire at the other end of the bndge.” 
On Sept 5, Ijo notes, '* About two lu the rnommg my wife calls mo up, 
and tells me of now cnos of fire, it being come to Barking Church, 
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which la at the bottom of our lane " The fire was, however, slipped, 

" aa well at Mark-lane end aa ours , it haviilK only bnmed the dyall of 
Barking Church, and mrt of the porch, and there was quenched ” 
This narrative has all uie odvaiituge of being written at the time of 
the event, which kind of record hoa been pronounced preferable to “ a 
cart-load of pencilliiiga ” Of this very attractive ]^aiticnlai#>y is the 
Diary of Fepys, which is here submitted to t^ rcal&er in the most 
elegant and economical ns well as complete foa£r 

Of the origin of this work, details are given in Jhe accompanyiilg 
Preface, by the noble Editor— Lord Braybrooko T.'he dinnst— Mr 
Secretary Pepya — was a great virtuoso in collections of English history, 
both by land and sea, much relating to the Admiralty and maritime 
B&iTS He gathered very much from records in tlie Tower, had 
many fine mMcls, and now mvontions of ships, awd historical paint- 
ings of them , h^ many books of matliemiitics niiih other sciences , 
many very costly cnnosities relating to the City of Londoin ns views, 
maps, palaces, churches, coronaticus, funerals, mayoralties, hiibits, 
heads of all our famous men, drawn as well as puintcd, the most 
complete collection of anything o> its kind lie was a innii whoso 
free and generous spint appeared in hu pen, and his ingenious fuitcy 
at lus finger's end • 

Tlie original MS of the Diury, which gives so vivid a picture of 
manners in the reign of Charles 11 , is preserved in Magdiileiie College, 
Cambridge , it is in six volumes, containing npwai-ds of iKKM) pages, 
closely written in Rich’s system of Hliorthaiid, which Pepys douliticss 

a ted from the possibility of his journal tailing into nnfnriidly 
s dimng his life, or liorng rashly commipiicatiMl to the public 
after lus death The original spelhng of every nord m the Diary, it is 
believed, has been carefnRy preservea hy the gcnlh*miin who deciplicrod 
it , and although Fepys's grammar has been ob|ected to, it is tnoiight 
that the entries derive additional interest from tlie quaint terms in 
which they arc expressed 

The period of the Diary was one of the most intwresting and eventful 
decades in our history We have hexo the joyous pictuics of the 
Bostoration, as wull as much about “the merry monoren,’’ lys gaieties 
and his mtrigncs. The Plague of 1665, with the ajmulling episodes of 
this national calamity ,ia followed thclife-hko recora of thetm^t Firty 
and the ralnuldmg oil London Then, what an attractive period is tlutt 
of the history of the London theatres, datmg from the Restoration, with 
piqnant sketches of the actors and actresses of that day Pepys, in liis 
love of wit and admiration of beauty, finds room to love and admire 
Nell Gwyn, whose name still cames an odd fascination with it after so 
joanj generations. In those hnsy times coffee-houses were new, and 
we nna Pepys dropping in at Wm’s, where he neier was b^ore, qiid 
where he saw Diyden and all the wits of the town TUb Diarist 
records sending for “a cup of tea, a China dnnk he had not before 
tasted ” Here we find the earhest acconnt of a Lord Mayor’s dinifer 
in the^ Guildhall , and Wood’a, Popya’a "old house for clubbing, m Pell 
Mell,” — all pictures in little of social life, with innnmeiyible traits of 
statesmen, politicians, wits and poets, anthors, artists, and artora and 
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mevind women of wit ai}<l pleasure, anuli oa the town, court, niul city 
have scarcely prusentod at aii^ other txiriod. 

Shortly utter the piibhcution of the Diary, there appeared in the 
Quartarlif Jiaview, No bd, a charming paper from tlie accoinplia]ii <1 
pen of Sir W.ilter Scott, upon this very curious contribution to our 
rcuiiiiisc/iit liteiuttiro Sir Walter a iur.illtl of I’epys and Evelyn n 
very niwly drawn ,“-.^arly necessity nuule I’epys laWious, atumou^ 
and Cci,reiul Hut Ills natural propcnsitiea were those of a man oi 
pleoaurc lie appears to leave been ardent in queat of amusement, 
espccidlly where nuytliiiig odd or uncommon was to be witnessed To 
this thirat after novelty, the consequence of which has ppvcn great and 
varied interest to liis Diary, Popys added a love of public amusemente^ 
which he himscli seems to have considered as excessive ’’ “ Om

Trt iiistiMo to Mr I’opys’s literary reputation, the reader is forewarned 
that he IS not to expect to find iii the Dniiy .lecnraci of stjlc or finished 
composition Tie should rather consider the ^Vork as ,a collection ot 
rcminiBceiices hastily thrown together at tlie end ot each succeeding 
dai^ for tho owlnsivo periiH.il of the Author. 
l^eJouruDr contains the most unquestionable evidences of veracity; 
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and, ea the writer made no scruple of cominitting liia most eecret 
ihonghta to p.ii)or, encouraged no doubt by the confidence whitfii lu 
derived from the use of short hand, pcrlmps there never was a publica- 
tion mure implicitly to be rehed upon for the autht-iiticity of its state- 
monte and ue exa^uess with winch every tact is dctaileu Upon tbs 
point, 1 can venture to epeak with the less hesitation, Iiavi^ g, in pro- 
paniig tlie sheets for the press, ha>l occasion to compare many parts 
of Uie Diary with ditfercut acconn^a of the sadflT LrannatiionH tccoidcu 
elsewhere , and no mstaiico could 1 detect any nmtcnal error or 
wilful misrepresentation 

The Notes at the bottom of the pages were introilnced to elucidate 
obscure passages , and I have been icnipttvl occasionally to insert short 
Biographical sketches of the principal persons who are named, aceom-

ClifToula of Cumberland, and her ilaiiuliter hatl oiilj lust quitted the 
convent in which aho waa (.shicatcd She brought her husband no for* 
tnnp , but the patronage of Pepys'a relation. Sip Edward Montagu, 
afterwai-dS lirst Earl of Sandwich, prevented the ill conaeqiiencea with 
whieh auth a Hti*p might naturally have been attended, and young 
Vdlpya'a aptitude lor buaiueaa aoon como to render him useful The 
distresses of the young conpio nt this period were subjects of pleasant 
rctlexion during their proapenty-'as recorded m the Dio^, iiath 
Febnuuy, 1 ( 167 , 
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But better times were approaclitnfr Mr. Pepys he oceompanr'l Sb 
Edward Montafpi upon bis Expedition to thi‘ Sound, m March, IH.'iS, 
and uixm his return obtained a eler&ship in the Exchequer Through 
the inttrest of Uie E.irl of S.indwich, Mr Pepys wos nominated Clerk 
of the Acts this was the commencement oi his, connexion with a 
great n.ition,il establishincut, to which in the seqiicl his dilf ■enco and 
acuteness were of the highest service From his P.ipers, still extant 
(says Lord Braybnxihoh we gather that heaver lost sight of the 
public good , that he spared no p.iins to check thr rapacity of con- 
tractors, by whom the naval stores were then siipplicil, that lie 
studied order and economy in the dockyanis, iidvocivtud the promotion 
of old-established olllccra in the Navy , and resisted to the utmost the 
infamous system of selhiig places, then most uiibhishingly practised 
Its zeal and industry acquired tor him the estbem of tiic Duka ot 
York, with whom, .is Lord High Adminil, he had alfihost daily inter- 
course At the time of his entering upon this cniployiiicnt|bn resided 
in Sccthing-lanc. Crntclied Friars Ho continued in this oflice till 
1673, and during those great events, the Pl.igiAi, the Fire of London, 
and the Dutch War, the care of the H,\vy in a great measure rested 
nponPepys alone He behaved with calm ,ind dililicrate eouriigc dud 


great desire to implicate Pepys in a charge of Catlioli(-i>»ni, and went 
so far as to spr(,iu a report tluittlie Clerk of tlic Acts had iii his 
house au a11.ir and a eruuiix The absence not only of evidence, hut 
even of ground of suspicion, did nut prevent Pepys being committed to 
the Tower on the eliarge oi being iin aider and abettor ot tbe plot, and 
ho was, for a time, rcinuved inim the Eavy Board He was aiterwards 
allowed, with Sir Anthony Deane, who hod been Lomnnltcd witli linn, 
to fand security in 30,0001 , and u(x»a the mthdtawal of the dcpqsitiun 
ogamst him, ho was discharged He was soon, ly the Rpeci.'il command 
of Chailes II , replaced in a situation where his^skill and experience 
could not be well dispensed with , and fosc afterwards to be SccrStar 3 
of the Admiralty, which office he retained till tlic Revolution It i; 
remarkable Uiat James JI was sitting to Sir Godfrey KVcllcr for a 
portrait designed os a present to Pepys, when tlic news of the landinif 
of the Fnnce of Orange was brought to that nnhimpy monarch. Tfie 
King commanded the painter to proceed, and finish the portrait, that 
his good friend might not be disappointed 
Frays hod been too much porsouully connected with tlic King, (who 
hod own BO long at the Admiralty.) to retain bis situation np^ the 
accession of WiRiom and Mary, and he retired into private hfe, 
accordingly, but without being ioQowcd tliither, cither by persecution 
or dlwdl 


The Diary, as already explained, comprehends ten years of Mr 
Pepjrs’s official life, extending from Jaiiua^, Ili59-(.0, to May, 1669 
It 18 highly n^ssaiy to keep m mind that Mr Pepys wus only thirty- 
Seven years of age when he closed his Diary m 16ui), aiM that of tM 
temainder of his life we have no regular account , although the matenalfl 
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for it whicli oxut have onconTa^ed the hope that tins ])ortioii of the Life 
may ;^be wntten AftciHhe death of Cromwell Pepys seems to have 
consorted much witli Harrington, Haselngge, and other leading Iteimb' 
hcons , but when the Uestoration took place, he became— as, pcrhiipe^ 
was natural — a courtier , still, it is said of him that *' weic the eulogy 
of Cromvmll now tdjue written, abounding particulars and material lor 
the purpeSe miglit bo found in and drawn irom Pepys’ Diuiy ” 

Mr. Pepys sat in PurVament for Castle llwiug, and subsequently lie 
represented the borough of Harwich, eventually rising* to wealth ami 
eminence ns clerk of tuu treasurer to the Comniissioiiers of the ailairs 
of Tangier, and Surveyor-general ot the Victmilling Department, 

“ proving himself to be,” it is stated,'* a veiy uselnlund energetic public 
servant ’’ 

In the year 17U<>^Mr Pepys, whoso constitiitiun had been long 
impaired by the stone, was persuaded by his physicians to quit York 
Buildings, now BnLkiiigh.im-strcct, (the last iionsc on the west side, 
looking on ftic Thames,) and retire, tor chiinge of air, to the house of lus 
old fricndj[ind scrvunii ^Yllll,‘lul Hewer, nt Claphom Soon after, he 
was visited here by John Kvelyn, who, in his Diary, Sept 22, 1700, 
reci^ls, “ 1 w(*iit to visit Mr. Pepys, at Clapham, where he 1ms a very 
mibTc aud woiulerfully vieU-tunu4ied house, csi>eci,illy w ith. India and 
Chinese uinosities The ofhees and gurchiis will aci onimrslated for 
pleasure and retirement ” In this iHnat, however, lus health coutmued 
to decline, and ho died in May, 170-1, a vicliin in part, to the stone, 
uliicli was hereditary in his constitution, undto the mcreasu of that 
malady in the course ot a lalionoua and sedentary hie In the Ijondun 
/oiinutl of the above yisir IS this entry “ Loudon, Jum ft Ycstenlay 
111 tlio evening wire perforiiu'd the obsequies ot Samuel Pepys, Esq , in 
Crutolied Friars Church, whither his corpse was brought in a very 
iionourablc and solemn manner train Cl.umani, where he departed this 
life, the 26th day of the hist month — Font lioif, June ft, 1706 ” The 
bunal-Airvice at his funeral was read at 0 at night, by Ur lliikcs, 
author of the Tbesavt hs which bears his n.ime There is no niemoridl 
to mack the site of his* intci'uieiit iii the chunli , bnt there is a monu- 
ment ill the chancel' to Mrs Popys, and Mr Pepys is interred ui a vault 
of Ins own inking, by the side of lus wife and brother. 

^epys haiTan extensive knowledge of iiavnl afluirs He thoroughly 
understood and practised music, and he was a judge ot painting, 
sculpture, and arahitecturc In 1684, he was elcctra President of the 
floyal Society, and held that honourable otiice two years He contn- 
Diited no less than 60 plates to Willoughby’s lIiHtona Furum 
To M«gdolcne College, Canil)ndgc,he left nn invaluable collection of 
manuscript naval memoirs, of prmts, and ancient English poetry, 
which has often been consulted by critics and commentators, and is, 
mdeeS, unrhralled of its kind One ot its most singular curiosities is 
a collection of English ballads in five large foho volumes, heguii by 
, Seldeu and earned down to the year 1700 Percy's “ Heliqnes ” are 
for the most part, taken from this collection Pepys published 
” Memoirs Klttt|ug to the State of the Royal Navy in England for ten 
yean, detenuiiwd December, 1688,” 8va London, 1690; and there ir

tliem Put it IS a pleasant thing to think how their Pasha, Shavati 
Aga, did fbar Iba hair to sco the soldiers onler things thus, for (]ii8t 
like his late predecessors,) when they scsi the evil ot wai with England, 
then fur certain they coiniilaiii to the Gnuid Sisgiior of him, and cut 
hia head off tins ho is sure ot, and knows as certain 'i'heiicc to 
Wescminstcr Hall, where I nut with Mr Pienas surgeon and among 
ntlyjr things he asked me seriously wliether I knew any thing ot my 
Lord’s being out ot favour with the King, ami told me, that tor 
certain the King do take mighty notice of my Lord’s living obscurely 
m a comer not like himsult, and becoming the honour that ho is cornu 
to 1 was sorry to hear, and the truth is, iioni my Lord’s diseonrso 
nmAng his people (wliicli 1 am told) ot the uncertainty of ]>rmecs’ 
tavour, and liis melancholy keeping lioni Court, I am doiibtlul ot somo 
such tiling , hut I seemed wholly stmngc to him 111 it, but will mako 
iny use of it. lie told mo also Iww loose the Court is, iinliody look- 
ing after business, but every man his lust and gain , and how the 
King u) now become besotted upon Mrs Stea.irt, that lie gets into 
corners, and will lie with her halt nn hour togetliiT Kissing Iut to the 
observation ot all the world, and she now stays by licrselt and 
rspeots it, as my Lady Cu^tlemaiiic dul used to do , to whom the 
King, lie says, is still kind, so as now and then he goes to her as he 
believes , hut with no such fondness as ho used to do lint yet it is 
thought that this now wench is so subtle, tb.it it is vciily thought li 
tlm (jucoiio had died, lie would liavc married her Mr Plackbiirno 
and I fell to talk of many things, wherciu he was ve^ oi>en to 111 c 
first, in that of religion, ho makes it greater matter of prudence for 
the King and Council to suffer liberty of conscience, .Hid imputes the 
liss of Hungary to the Tiirko from the Emperor’s denying tliem tins 
liberty of their religion ITe says that many pious niinisters ot the 
word of God, some thousands of them, do now beg their bread and 
told nlo how highly the present clergy cany themselves every where 
so us that they are hated and langhed at by every bmly , among other 
things, for their excommunications, which they send upon the least 
occasions almost that can lx* And 1 am convinced in my judgement, 
not only from his discourse, but my thoughts in general, that the 
present clergy will never hc,irtilr go down with the generality of the 
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commons of England, they have boon ho used to liberty and free- 
(lorn, and they arc ho ocniiainted with the pndo and debanehory of 
the present clergy lie id give me inaiw stopcs of the afFronts which 
tho clergy receive in all places of Englanrf from tlio gentry and ordinary 
persuiiM of the i»iridi He do toll me what the ^ity thinks of General 
Monk, 08 of a most iierfidious man tli.it hath' betrayed every body, 
,ind the King also , who, as he thmkR, and Ins party, and so I have 
heard other good friends of the King say, it might nave been better 
for the King to have had hiu funds .v little bonud ^r the prenent, than 
be forced to bring such a crew of jioor isniplo .iboiit him, and be liable 
to satufy the dciiiands of every one of them lie told me that to his 
knowledge, (being present .it every niocting at the Tieaty at the Isle 
of Wight,) that tlic old King did coiiless himself Dver-mlcd and 
LOnvinccd in his judgement agaiust the Ihshopps, .ind would have 
siiilcred and did agree to cxeludo tlio serviu' out of the ehurehes, nay 
his own cli.ipt‘11 , ,iiid that he did always say, that this' ho id not by 
force, for thot lie would nevei abate one inch by any vyoloncc , but 
wlint ho did was out of Ins timsuii .indjiulgoment Ho tells me that 
the King by lume, with all his dignities, is i>riijctl for by them that 
they oill h’aiiatwiiiCM, a.K he.irtily and powerfully as m any of tho 
of her chnrohts that arc thought hetti'r .ind that, let the King think 
whnt he will, it is tlicm that iniist help lum m tho iLiy of warr For 
HO generally they are the most Riibstaiitiall sort of people, and tho 
Hoborent, .ind did dcHira mo to olisrivo it to my Lord Sandwich, 
.iniong other things, that of .ill tho old army now yon cannot sco a 
man begging about the streets, lint wliatP You bluill h,ivc tins 
captain tnnied a shoemaker , the lieutenant, a Imker , this a browor , 
that aliahenkiHlier , this common iioldier, .1 portei , and every man m his 
.inron and frock, d,c , as it they hod never done anything else whcrcoa 
tific other go witli their belts and swords, swe.inng .md cursing, and 
Bteulmg, lunumg into people’s houses, by foico ollenlimc^ to carry 
away something , and this is the differcnuc between tlio temper of om, 
and the other , and concludes (.ind I tliink with some reason,) that

Sir VSTilliani 
Clorke lost his leg, and 111 two days dial Tho Loyall George, Seven 
Oakes, and Swiftsnro, .ire still missing, h.iviiig never, as the Generali 
writes himself, eiigagal wiUi them It was os gie.it an altciation to 
find myself required to write a soil letter instead of a tnuin])Iiant one, 
to my Lady Sandwich this night, as cvei on any octasioii 1 had id my 
life 

8th To my very gro.it loy I find Biilty come home withimt any hurt, 
after the utmost iinaginable danger he hath gone through in the Ucncry, 
being upon the qii.irter-deek with Ilarman all the time , and for which 
service, Hannan 1 heard this day commended most seriously and most 
eminently by the Duke of Yoik As also the DnLc did do most utmost 
right to Sir Thomas Toddinuui, of whom a sciandal was raised, but 
without cause, he having Isjliav^ himself most cniincntly Igave all tho 
whole fight, .and to evtrannlinaiy great service and purpose, having 
given Trump himself smh a hroodsido as w,i8 hardly ever given to any 
ship Mings IS shot through the f.icc, and into the shoulder, where the 
ballet IS lodged Young llolmcs is also ill-woundcd, and Ather in the 
Rupert.

The Pi ince was so iiiouiud. .is to lie forced to be towed 
home Ho says all the fleet confess their being cliased home by the 
Dutch , and yet the body of the Duti h that did it, was not above forty 
sail at most And yet tbis ]tut us iitiu the Iright, as to bring .ill onr 
shins on ground lie says, however, tlnit the Duke of Albein.irle is us 
high .ilinost us ever, and iileoses himself to lliink that he hath given 
the Dutch tlicir bellies full, without sense ot what he Imtli lost us , and

oi the Pr nee, bnt much moie now ha/1 a mind tube the gTe.it'raau 
with him, aii/l to th.it cn/l luid a niind to haie the Prince .at a distance 
from the Duke ot Albeinavle, that they might lie doing aometliing 
alone— dll, as he Lclicvcd, put on this biiMiKss ot dividing the fleet, 
aiul that them c it came lie tells me ns to the bii/iiness of mtclhgonce, 
the want whereof tlie world did complain much of, th.it, for that it 
Wiss not his business, and ,as ho was tneretorc to have no share iii the 
blame, so he would not mc/ldlo to lay it any where else That Do 
Uuyter was ordensl by tlie •States not to in.iko it Ins biisinosn to come 
into much danger, but to preserve hmisult as niurli as was ht ont of 
harm's w.iy, to lie able to direct the fleet lie do, I perceive, with some 
violence, forbear s.iying .any thing to the n>proach ot tlie Dnko of 
Albcinaile, bnt, uoiilrarily, speaks mnch of his courage, but I do as 
plauily see that lie do not liko the Duke ot Albemarle’s proceedings,

npon Pish-street iiill X inv'toit him to ue at my house, and did 
receive his goods, but was decuived m his lying there, the nows coining 
every moment of the growtli ot the tire , so as wo were forced to begin 
to pack up our own gooils, and prei^re for their removal , ,iud did by 
moonshine (it lioiiig bravo dry and inooiisluiie and warm weather) 
carry much of my goods into the garden, and Mr Hater and 1 did 
remove my money and iron chests into my cellar, as thinking that the 
safest place And got my bags of gold into my office, ready to carry 
away, and my chief paiiers ot acconiits also there, and ray tallies into 
a box by themaolves fio great was our fear, as Sir W. Batten hath 
carts come out ot the country to fetch away his goods this night Wo 
did put Mr Hater, poor man, to bed a little , but ho got but very littlo 
rest, so much noise being in my house, tukmg down of goods. 

3rd About four o’clock m the morning, my Lady Batten sent me a 
cart to cony away all my money, and plate, and best things, to Sir W 
Rider's at Bediiiul-greeno Whicli I did, nding myself m my mgH- 

e|Kpng *^’**'* ** (accordiof to Jidmson) from yooug womsp 
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gown, in the cart ; and, Lord ! to see how the streets and the highways 
are crowded with poopb running and riding, and getting of carts at 
any rate to fetch away things I find Sir W. Bider turn with being 
called up all night, and receiving things from several friends. Hu 
house full of goods, ^nd much ot Sir \V Unttcn's and Sir W Pen'a 


I am eased at my heart to have my treasure so well secured. Then 
home, and with much ado to find a way, nor any sleep all tins night to 
ma nor my poor wife But then nil this day sho and I, and ml my 
people labouring to get away the rest of oui things, and did got Mr 
Toolcer to get me a liglitcr to take them in, and wo dnl rp.rry them 
(myself some) over Tower llUl, which was by this time full of people's 
goods, bringing tlicir goods thither, and down to the lighter, which 
laj^ at the next quay, ahuve the Tower Dock And here was m5 

iicighlmur’s wife, Mrs , with her pictty child, and some few of 

her tilings, which I did wilhngly give way to be saved with mine , bnt 
there woe no p<'v*>sing with any thing through the postern, the crowd 
was HO great. The Duke oi Vork comp this day by the office, and 
spoke to us, and did ndo with his gn,uxl up and down the City to keep 
all quiet, (he being now General, and having tlic care of all) This day, 
Mercer lieing not at homo, hut agnmst her mistress s order gone to her 
mother's, and my wiio going thither to siieiik with \V. Hewer, beat her 
there, and was angiy, and her mother sajiiig that she was not a 
'prentice girl, to ask le.ivo every tune she goes abro,u1, my wite with 
^od roosoii was angry, and wlicn she come home bid her be gone 
again. And so she wont away, which tioublrd me, but yet less Aan 
it yopid, because of the condition wo arc iii, m fear of coming m a 
littl^mc to being less able to keep one lu her quality At night lay 
down a little upon a qmlt of VV. Hcwci's. in tlio office, all my own 
things being packed up or gone , and after mo my pour wife did the 
hkc, we having fed upon the remains of yesterday's dinner, having no 
fire noi dii^cs, nor any opportnmty of dressmg aiu thing 

ith Up by bro,ik of day, to get away tlic leinaiiider of my things, 
which 1 did by a liglitei at the Iron gate and my hands so full, that 
it was the afternoon liufoiu we joiild get them all away Sir W Pen 
and I to the Toiler-street, and there met the lire burning three or four 
doors bOTOiid Mr Howell's, wboso goods, pool man, nis trayes, and 
dishes, snovells, Ac , were flung all along Tower-street in the kennels, 
and people workmg tlierowith from one end to the other, the hre 
coming on in that narrow street, on both sides, with infinite fury. Sir 
\V Batten not knowing how to remoie his wine, did dig a nit in the 
garden, and laid it in tiierc , and I took the opportunity of laying all 
the papers of my office that I could not otherwise dispose of And m 
the evouiiig Sir W Pen and 1 did dig another, and pnt our wine m it ; 
and I m/parmazan cheese, as well as my wine and some other things. 
The Duke of York was at the office this day, at Sir W Pen's , but 1 
happened not to be wiihm This afternoon, sitting melancholy with 
Sir W. Pen m our garden, and thinking of the certain burning of this 
office, wittont extranidinary means, I propose for the se^ng up 
of dl om workmen fimm the Woolwich and Deptford yards, (none 
irhneof j-st appeared,) and to wnte to Sir W. Coventry to have the

blcKSiiig it IS to thoiii iliat it is t.ur weather for them to kee]i .ibrotul 
night midday,) diunk there, and iMiil twopeneehn a plain penny loaf

Westminster, thinking to shift mysolt, being all in dirt from top to 
bottom , blit could not there hud miy plai'u to buy a shirt or a p,iir of 
gloves, Wcbtmmster Hull b.“iiig (nil ot [leople's goods, those in West- 
minster having remnicd all tbur goods, aitd tho Exchccptcr rionoy put 
into vessels to carry to Nonsuch,* but to the Swan, and there wis 
trimmed and then to White Hall, bnt saw nobody , and so home A 
sad Bight to ace how the Itiver looks uu hoiiBcs nor church near it, to 
the Temple, where it stoppcil At home, did go with Sir W Batten, 
and our neighbour, Knightly, (who, with one more, was the only man of 
any fashion left in all the noighbourhood therealionts, they all ruvAping 
their goods, and leaving their honses to tho merry of the hre,) to Sir B. 
Ford's, and there dined in an c.-irthen platter— .i tiied breast of mutton 5 
a great many of us, Imt very iiiciry, and indeed ,is good a meal, tliongh 
aa ugly a one, as ever 1 had iii my life Tlicncc down to Dcpttonl, and 
there with great sntisisotion landed nil my goods .it Sir Q, (larteret's 
wife, and nothing missed I could see or he.ir This being done to my 
great content, I home, and to Sir W Batten's and there with Sir U 
Ford, Mr Knightly, and one Withers, a piolessnl lying rogue, snjmod 
well, and mighty merry, and nnr feara over From them to the omcc, 
and there slept with Inc office full ot labourers, who tiilkwl, and slept, 
and walked all night long there Bnt stniugm it is to see Clothworkcrs* 
Hall on fire these three days and nights 111 one Ixxjy of flame, it hciiig 
the cellar full of oyle.

town had romoied most of their goods out of the town, fur fear of the 
Dutch coming up to them , and from Sir John GrilTen, that lusj'. night 
there was not twelve men to be got in the town to defond it which 
the master at the house tells me is nut true, but that the men of the 
town did intend to stay, though they did indeed, and so hod he (at 
the Ship,) removed their goods Thence went to an Ostond niaii-of war 
inst now come up, who met the Dutch licet, who took thrc» ships that 
he came convoymg hither from him says they arc as low sks the Nore, 
or thereabouts 

11th Hruuiickcr come to us, who is just now going to Chatham upon 
a desire of Commissioner Pett’s, who is very fearful of the Dutch, and 
desires help for God and the King and kingdom's sake So Bruuncker 
goes down, and Sir J Minnes also from Gravesend This morning 
Pett writes us word tliat Shecrencsse is lost last night, after two or

IS \ciy sod And nnosters of ships that arc lately taken np, do keep 
from their ships all their stores, or as much ns they eau, so that we can 
dispatch them, having not time to appraise tlicm, nor secure tlicir pay- 
ment. Only some little money we have, which we arc tiun to pay the 
men we have with every night, or they will not woik And indeed the 
hearts as well as ulFections of the seamen arc turned away , and in the 
open strccis in Wappiiig, and np and down, the wives have cned pub- 
lickly, “Tliih comes of your not paring our husbands , and now your 
work 18 undone, or done by hands that understand it not.” And Sir 
W Batten told me that he was hunself affronted with a woman, in 
language of this kmd, on Tower Hill pnblickly yesterday , and wo ore 
fom to licar it, and to keep one at tho office-door to let naidlo people 
in, for fear of hnng of tho office and doing ns mischief Tho City is 
troubled at tlieir lieing put upon duty summoned one hour, and dis- 
rhorged two hours .irar and then agam summoned two hours after 
that , to their great chaige as well as trouble And Felhng, the Potti- 
cary, tells me the world says all over, that less charge than what the 
kingdom is put to, of one kind or otlicr, by this business, wonld have 
set out nil our great ships It is said they did in open streets yester- 
day, at Wostnunstcr, cry, “ A Parliament ' a Parliament!” .ind I do 
believe it will nost blood to answer for these miscnmages Wo do not 
hear that the Diilili arc come to Gravesend, which is n wonder But 
a wonderful thing it is that to tins day we have not one word yet from 
Brouncker, or Peter Felt, or J Minnes,of any thing at Chatham The

ships, and lay out 2 or ilOOl a m.ui to fit tiicir ships for the new 
voyages, when wo have not paid them half of what wo owe them for 
their bid services ! 1 did write so to Sir W Coventry this night 

21st This day comes news from Harwich that the Dutch fleet are 
all in sight, near 100 sail great and small, tliuy tiiink, coming towards 
them , where, they tinnk, tiicy shall bo able to oppose them , but do 
cry out of the tailing back ol the seamen, few standing by them, and 
those with much faintness 'I'hu LLc they write tnnn Portsmouth, and 
their letters this post are worth reading Sir H Oholmly come to mo 
tins day, and tells mu the Court is as m,ul as ovci , and that the 
night the Dutch burned our shnis the King did sup with my Lady 
Costieinamu, at the Duchesso 01 Monmouth’s, and there were all 
mad in hunting of a poor moth All tiie Court ufnud of a Parhuraent, 
but ho thinks nothmg can save us but the King s givmg up all to a 
Farbamout 

22nd In the evening come Captain Hart and Hayward to me about 
tlio BIX merchant-sbips now taken up for mon-of-war , and ui talking 
they told me about the tokmg of “ The Boyol Charles ,” that notiimg 
but carelessness lost tlio ship, for they mi^it have saved her the very 
tide that tlio Dutch camo up, it tiiey would have but used means and 
hod bad but boats , and that the want ol boats phunly lost all the other 
ships That tho Dutch did t.ike her with .1 boat ot mne men, who 
found not a man on board her, (and her laying so near them was a 
mam tem]rtJ.tioii to them to oome on ,) and presently a man went up 
and stm^ bei flog and jackc, and a trumpeter sounded npon her 
“ Joan’s placket is tom ”* that they did carry her down at a time, both 
for tule8„and wind, when tiio best pilot in Chatham would not have 
undertaken it, they heeling her on one side to make her draw little 
water f and so earned her away safe They being rane, by and by 
comes Sir W. Pen, who hath bwnat Court , and lu the first place I 
hear the Duke of Cambndgo » dead, which u a ^at loss to the 
ji^ion, having, I think, never on hqrro male now of the King’s or

who otherwise would, nave be<ii but an ordinary man to have been 
dealt with by other peq^ile , and he would Llvo lioen careful of managing 
things well, for fear ut being called to aerouiit, whereas now he is 
seenre, and hath let tilings run to rack, as they now ujippar That at 
a certam time Mr Povy £d carry him an account of the state of the 
Duke of York’s estate, showing in faithfnllncss how he spent more 
than his estate would hear, by above 20,0UUZ piY annum, and asked 
my Lord’s opinion of it, to which he answered, th.it no man that 
loved the King or kingdom diiist own the wnting of that paiier at 
which Povy w.in bhirteil, and reckoned liimscit iiiuloiic for tins good 
service, and ionnd it iiet^esairy then to sliow it to the Duke of York's 
Cominissioiio{|i , who read, examiucd, and approved of it, so as to 
cause rt to he put into iorm, and signed it and gave it to the Duke

m, nor could s.iy iiiuc h to tl , and <i gnsit deal of th.it kind to discharge 
hmiHcIf of the fault of the war IJiiou wliidi my Lord Auglesy rose 
up and told lus kl.ijcsty th.it he thought then ixnning now' together 
was not to enqune who was or w.is not the cause of the w.ir, but to 
eutimre wliat w.is or cxinld be done in tbe business of m.iking .1 peace, 
.ind in whoSi* hands that was, and where it w.is stopped or forwarded , 
.Hid went on very highly to luivc .all m.ide open to tncrai (and, by tho 
way, I remcmlxir that ('.iptiiin Cooke did the other fiay tell me that 
this Lord Anglcsy hath s.iid withiu few ilaj<i. th.it he wonlil willingly 
give 10,0001 of his estate th.it he was well secured of tho rest, siicn 
apprehensions he hath of the second of things, .is giving .ill over for 
lost ) He tells me, (sjicuking ot the horrid efteiniiiney of the King,) 
that tho King hath bikcii ten times more taro ,iiid pains iit makmg 
friends hetwcMin my Loily ('oslleiii.iiiie and Mrs Stew.irt, w’hcii they 
have fallen out, than ever he did to save his kingdom , n.u', that upon 
any failin '; out between my Tculy Castlemainc s nurse and her woman, 
my Lady hath often s.iid she would make the King to m.ikc them 
ftiends, uad tliey would be friends and 1 h< ijuiet , which the King hath 
been fain to do th.it tlie King is. .it this day, every night in Tl^do 
Park with the Daeliessu of Monmouth, or with my Lod^ O.istlemaino 
that he isTioneeined ol Lite by my Lord Arlington lu the Icxikmg after 
some buildings that be is about in Nurtulkc,* where my Lord is laying 
but a great deal of money , and t^t ho (Mr Povy,) considering the 
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DiiBafieiiesB of laying out money at sucli a time as this, and, besides, 
the enviousnesB of the particular county as well as all the kingdom to 
find him buildmg and employing workmen, while all the ordiiiaiy 
people of the eountiy are earned down to the soa>sidcB for securiug 
the land, ho thought it becoming him to go to my Lord Arhngton 
(Sir Thomas Clifford by) and give it as his mtico to hold his hands a 
little , but my Lord would not, but would have him go on, and so Sir 
Thomas Clifford advised also, which one would think (if he were a 
statesman) should bo a sign of his foreseeing that all shall do well 
lie teUs me that there is not so groat oonfidouce between any two men 
of power in the nation at this dW, that ho knows of, as b^woen my 
Lord Arhngton and Sir Thomas CUiffurd , and that it arises by accident 
only, there being no relation nor acquaintance lictwcen them, but only 
Sir Thomas Clinbnl's coming to him and applying himself to lum ior 
favours, when ho came first up to town to be a Purhament-man 
25th Up, and with Sir W Pen in his now chariot (which indeed is 

S lam, but pretty and more fashionable m shape than any coach he 
ath, and yet do nut cost him, harness and all, above 321) to A^hitc 
Hall , where staid a very little and thence to St, James’s to Sir W 
Coventry, whom 1 have not seen since before the coining of the Dutch 
into the Biver, nor did indeed know how well to go to see him, for 
shame either to him or me, or both of us, to find ourselves in so much 
misery 1 find that ho and his fel1ow>'rrcasnTurH are in the utmost 
want of money, and do find fault with Sir Carteret, that having kept 
the mystery of borrowing inutiey to himself so long, (to the rum of tlio 
nation, as Sir W Coventry said in words to Sir W Pen and rie,) ho 
should now l.iy it aside .iiid come to them for money for every penny ho 
hath, declanng that he uin raiso no more which, I confess do i^pcar 
to me the most like ill-wdl of any thing that 1 have observed of f^r W. 
Coventry, when he himself did tcU us on another occasion at the sniiie 
tune, that tiic bankers who used to tarnish them money are not able to 
lend a farthmg, and ho knows well enough that that w.ib all the mystery 
Sir G- Carteret did use, that is, only his credit witii them He told us 
the masters and owners of two shins that 1 had complained of, for not 
readily setting forth their ships winch we hod taken up to make men- 
of-wor, had been yesterday with the King and Council, and hod mode 
thar case so well understood, that the King did owe them for what they 
had earned the last year, and that they could not set them out agom 
without some money or stores out of the King’s Yard , the latter of 
which Sir W Coventry said must bo done, for tnat they were not able 
to raise money for them, though it was but 2001 a ship which do show 
us our condition to bo so bad, uiat I am in a total despair of ever havmg 
the nation do well After that talking awhile, and all out of heart 
with stories of want of seaman, and seamen’s running away,’ and their 
demanding a month’s advance, and our being forced to jgive seamen 3s 
a-day to go hence to work at Chatham, and other things that show 
nothing but destruction upon ns , for it is certain that, as it now is, 
the seamen of England, m my conscience, would, if they could, go over 
and serve the King of France or Holland rather than us Up to the 
Duke of York to ms chamber, whore he seems to be pretty easy, and 
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now and then moriy , bnt yet one may perceive in all tbeir minds there 
18 something of trouble and care, and with mod reason. Thence to 
White Hall, with Sir W Pen, by chunot, and there in the Court met 
with my Tjord Anglcsy and ho to talk with Sir W Pen, and told him 
of the masters of Hhi])a being with the Council yesterday, and that we 
were not in condition, though the men were wilhng, to furnish them 
with 2002 of money (already duo to them os earned by thorn the last 
year) to enable them to set out their ships again this year ior the King 
which ho IS amazed at , and when I tola him, “ My Lord, this is a sad 
instaneo of the condition wo are in,’* he answered tnat it was so indeed, 
and sighed , and so parted and up to tho Council>ch.imber,* where 

I perceive they sit every inornmg It is worth noting that the King 
and Council in their omer of tlio 23rd instant, for unloading three 
Incrchant'ships taken up for the King’s service for men-of-war, do call 
the late commg of the Dutch “ an mvasion ” I was told yesterday, 
that Mr. Oldenburg,* our Secretary at Gresham Collogo, is put into 
tho Tower, for wtiLng nows to a virtuoso in France, with whom he 
constantly corresponds in philosophical matters , which makes it very 
unsafe at this time to write, or almost do any thing Several captains 
come to tho office yesterday and to-day, complaining that their men 
come and go when tlioy will, and will not be commanded, though they 
ore paid every night, or may be Nay, this afternoon comes Harry 
Bussell from Gravesend, telling ns uiat the money earned down 
yesterday for tho Chest at Chatham had like to have licen seized upon 
yesterday in tho barge there by seamen, who did bc.it onr waterman 
and what men should these lie nut the boats’ crew ot Sir Fretchcvillc 
Hollis, who used to brag so much of the goodness and order of his men, 
and his command over them ? Sir H Cholmly tells mo great nows , 
that this day in Council tho King hath declared th.it he will call his 
Parliament m thirty days which is tiic best news 1 have heard a great 
while, and will, it any thing, save tlie kingdom How the King come 
to be advised to this, I know not , bnt he tells me that it was against 
tho Duke of York's mind flatly, who did r.ither advise tlio King to 
raise money ns he pleased , and against the Ch, in Conor’s, who told the 
King that Quoono Khzabeth did do all her business m eighty-eight 
without callmg a Farhaiiiont, and so might he do for nnytliiiig he saw 
Bnt, blessed bo God, it is done , and pray God it may hold, though 
some of ns must surely go to the pot, for all must be iliing up to them, 
or nothi^ will be done. 

26th !nio Parliament is ordered to meet tho 25th of July, being, os 
they say, St James’s day , which every creature is glad of Colonel

Several complaints, 1 near, of the Monmonih^s 
coming away too soon from the chamc, where she was placed with the 
Iwo giitird-sliips to seenre it, and Captain Itobcrt Clnke, my faond, 
IS bl.imcd ior so doing there, bnt 1 hear nothing of him at London about 
it; but Captain Brookes's running aground with the “ Sancta Mona," 
which was one of the three ships uiat were ordered to be sunk to have 
dammed up the River at the choinc, is mightily cnod against, and with 
reason It is a strange thing to sec, that while my Lo^ Douglas and 
Middleton do ndo up and down upon single horses, my Lord Brounckor

This ciinso lasted them near two hours , which, 
methmks, at this time to be the work ot the Conneil-board of England, 
18 a scandalous thing Here I find .ill the news is the enemy’s landing 
3000 men near Harwich, and attacking Landgiinnl Fort, and being 
beat off thence with our gre.it guns, killing some of their men, and they 
leaving their ladders behind them , but wo hud no horso in the way on 
Rufiblke Bide, otherwise wc might have g.illcd their font The Duke of 
York IS gone down tliither this day, while the Generali sat sleeping 
this afternoon at the Council-table 

4th To the idcssions-housc, where I have a mind to hear Bozill 
Fielding’s case tned , and so got up to the Bench, my Lord Chiof-

The boys did swear against one of them, tiiat no had made it his part 
to pull out the plug out of the ongmo while it was a-playiug , and it 
really was so.

he hoped he had not struck him, and would suppose that he hod not 
strosk him The Court then rose, and I to dinner with my Lord Mayor 
and SheniFa , where a good dinner and good discourse, the Judge being 
there. There was also tried this mormng Fielding (which 1 thought 
hod been llazill, but it proved the other, and Ba/ill was killed,) that 
killed hia brother, who was found guilty oi murder, and nobody pitied 
him The Judge seems to be a worthy man, and able, and do intend 
for these rogues that burned this house to be hung in some couhxhcuous

7th (Lord’s day) Mr Moor tells mo that the discontented Farlm- 
ment-men are fearful that tlio next sitting the King will try tor a 
general excise by which to r.UHC him money, and then to fling oft tlie 
Parliament, and raise a land-army and keep them all down like slaves , 
and it IS TOtten among them that Dab May, the I’nvy-purse, hath 
been heard to say that 3001 a-ycor is enough for any countiy-^iitlc- 
man , which makes them mad, and they do talk of G or 800,000{ gono 
into the Friw-purse this war, when in King James’s time it arose but 
to 50001 , and in King Charles’s but 10,0001 in a year He tells me 
that a goldsmith in town told him, that being with some plate with

21st To Westmmster, and up to the lobby, where many commanders 
of the fleet were, and Captain Cox, and ilu Pierce tlio Surgeon , the 
last of whom hath been in tho House, and declared that he heard 
Brounckcr advise and give arpfumonts to Cox for the safety of the Duke 
of York’s person to shorten sail, that they might not be in tho middle 
of the enemy in tlm morning alone , and Cox denj ing to observe his 
advice, haviSg received tho Duke ot York’s commands over night to 
keep witb^in gun-shot (as they then wore) of the enemy, Brouncter did 
go to Harniqiii, and nsed the same arguments, and told him that he 
was sure it would he well pleasing to tho King that care should be 
taken of not endangering we Duke of York , and, alter much per- 
suasion, Harman was heard to say, '* Why, if it must he, then lower 
the topsail.” And so did shorten sail, to tho loss, os the Parliament 
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will linve it. of the greatest victory that ever woe, and which would 
have aiivcd nil the cxpeiicc of blood and moiic^, and honour, that 
folloncd, and tins tliey do resent, no as to put it to the question, ' 
wlictlier 11roiin(kor should not be earned to the Tower who do confess 
th.it, out of kindness to the Duke of York’s snfety, ho did odviso that 
they should do so, but did not itse the Puke of York’s iinmo tlicrcin , 
and so it was only his error in advising it, but tlic greatest theirs in 
taking it contrjiry to order At List it ciideil that it should be sus- 
pended till H.irmnn eomea homo , and then the rarli.iincnt-nien do all 
tell me t1i.it it wdl f.ill heavy, and, they think, be f.itiil to Broiinckeror 
him Sir W Pen tells ino he was gone to IksI, having been all day

hoar that the Duke of York do yet do very well with Ins small-pov 
pn^ Cod lie may continue to do so ' Tins iiioining iilso, to iny osto* 
nishment, T lie.n that yostciday my Lord Cliiincolloi, to another of Ins 
Articles, that of betraying the King's coiim ils to his enemies, is voted 
to have matter against him for an uajiciichmont of High 'l^oason, and 
that this day the inipo.ioinncnt is to bo earned up to the House of 
Lords which is very high, and I am troubled at it , for God knows 
what will follow, since they that do this must do moi-o to secure them- 
selves against any lh.it will revenge this, if it ever come in their power ! 

13 th. To Westminster where I find the House sitting, and in a 
mighty heat about Commissioner Fctt, that they would havfr him im- 
mached, though the Committee have yet brought in but part of their 
Rerort and this heat of the House is much heightened by S;r 'l%omas 
Clifford telling them, that he was the man that did, out of his own 
purse, employ people at the out-ports to prevent the King of Seotts to 
esci^ alter the battle of Worcester The honse was in a great heat 
all this day about it , and at last it was carried, however, that it should 
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be referred back to tbe C/onimittcc to make further enqniry 13/ and 
by I met mth Mr. Wren, who telle uic that the Duke eit' York u in an 
good condition os is jmsaible for a man in his condition of the small- 
pox He, I percoivOt la mightily concerned in the business of my Lord 
Chnncellor, the iinpoachment against whom is gone np to the House 
of Lords , and great differences there arc in the Lords’ House about 
it, and the Lords are very hi^h one against another This d.iy Mr. 
Chichly told me, ivith a seeming trouble, that the ILmse have stopped 
his son Jock (Sir John) lus going to France, that he may lie a witness 
agamst my Lord Sandwich wmeh do troublo me, though ho can, 1 
tnmk, say little 

15th A conference between the two Houses to-day , so I stayed 
and it was only to toll the Commons th.it the Lords cannot .igroe to 
the coiilining or sequosti iiig of the Jlarlc of Claremlou troin the I'.ir- 
liamont, foru^uch os they do not sjieeity any particular mine iili.ch 
they lay upon him and c.ill 'I'rcason This tlie House diil rotcive, .md 
BO parted nt wliieli, I lie.ir the Commons aie lito to grow very higli, 
and "will nisiHt iijion their pnvilegi's, and llie Lorih will own theirs, 
though Uie Dnlo ot ]lu< kingh.iui, Biistoll, ami otheis h.ivc Ixien very

This day Poniidy tho wntenn.aii was with me to ht mo know that he 
was summoned to bear witness against inn to Pi nice Kupert's people 
(wlio have a coniiiiis»iou to look .ifter the business ot prize-goocls), 
alxiut the business of tlm piize-goods I was couteriicd in but 1 did 
desire him to sjic.ik all lie knew, and not to spare me, nor did promise 
nor give him any thing, but sent him away with gooil words 

loth Met Mr Orogoiy, iiiy old aequnmt.iiice, an imdemtanding 
gentleman , and he and I walked an hour together, talking of the bad 
prospect of tho times And the sum of w ii.it J learn from him is this 
That the King is tho most coneormsl in the woikl ngaiu«t the Cliau- 
ccllor and all people that do nut .ippc.ii against iiim, and therefore is 
angry with the Bishops, having said th.it ho had one Bishop on his

That it is plain tliat there is dislike between the King and Dnke of 
York, and that it is to bo feared that the Honse will go so for agamst

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York, or will not think tlicmaclves safe lliat this Lord Vaughan* 
that M ao great ngiiiiiat the Chancellor, ih one of the lowdoat feUowa of 
the ago, worse th.in Rir Charica Sedky , and that ho was hoard to swear 
he would do niy Lord Clarendon’s biiaincss. 'I'hiit he do find that m/ 
Lord Clarendon hath more friends m both Iloiiaba than ho lichevoa he 
Would have, by re.isun that they do sec what arc the hands that pnll 
him down , which they do not like That Harry Coventry was scolded 
at by the King severtdy the other day, and that his answer was, that 
if he iiiiist not apeak what he thought in this ImsineHS in Parhament, 
he mpst not come thither And he says thint by this yory business 
Harry Coventry hath got more tame and common esteem than aiw 
gentleman in Kiigl.iiul hath at tins d.iy, and is uii cvei'llcnt and able 
person That the King, who not long ago did say of Bnstoll, th,vt ho 
was a man able in three jears to get nimselt a foitiiiie m any kingdom 
in the world, and lose all again in three moutlis, do uowh-hng him and 
comiiieiid Ins pjrts every 11 here, abovo all the world How licklc is 
this man, and how uiihaiipy «e like to be ! 'I'liat he fears some fiinons 
courses will he taken against tlic Duke of York, and that ho hath 
hennl that it was dosignod.it they cannot carry matters against the 
Chancellor, to iiiipcai U the Duke of York himseli , which Cod toibid ! 
'I'hiit Sir Edward Kicliolas, whom be served while Secretary, is one of 
the best men m the world, but hated by the Quccne-Alother, (for a 
serviee he did the old King .ignnst hor nniid and her tavonntos ,) and 
that she and niy Lady Castlemaiiio did make the King to l.w him 
aside but this man says that be is one of the most heavenly and

Among other things of news I do hc.n, tliat upon the reading 
of the lloiiao of Commons’ itciLsoiis of the iiniiiiicr of tliLir proceedings 
m the busmcMS of my Lord Oliaiicellor, the llcasiiiis were so hud, that 
my Lord Bristoll hiiiibclt did diflaic that ho would nut stand to what 
ho liad and did still advise the Ijurds to rontur to, ii|>rjn any of the 
Jfeosons of the IToiiHe of Commons, but if it was iiut to the question 
whether it should he dune on their llcnsons, he would be iigaiiist tliim. 
and indeed it seems tlio Ke.isoiis, liowevi r tlu'y lomc to esLape the 
House of Commons (which shows how slightly the gieatest matters aie 
iliiiie in this world, tiiwl c\cu m J'ailiameuts), were none ot thim of 
strength, huts the lirnicinlu ut them untiue, they siiying, that where

Lnids soiidiiig to the C'oinninns, ns I nin told, to Imie a eontereiicc tor 
them to give their answer to the ComiuoiiK' Keusoiis, the Commons did 
desire u tree contorciico but the Lords ilo deny it , and the n'.ison i<<, 
that they hold nut the Commons any Court, hut thot tliemsehes only 
are a Court, and tlio Chief Court ot Judii.itnre, and therefore arc not 
to dispute tho laws and method of their ow 11 Court with them that are 
none, and so will not submit so iiinch ns to have their power disi uted 
And it 18 conceived th.it much ot this r.sgeriiess among the Lords do 
arise from the fear some of them have that they may be dealt with 111 
the some manner themselves, and therefore to stand uiioii it now It 
seems my Lord Clarendon luitli, as is said end beheveu, had Ins coach 
aii4 horses several tunes m his axu'h, n‘ndy to carry him to the 'i'ower, 
expecting a message to that purpose , hut by this means liis case is like 
to be lipd by With Creed to a Tuveru, where Dean Wilkins and 
others , and good discourse , among the rest, ot a man that is a httlo

him By and by home with Sir J Minnes, who tells ino tiiet my Loid 
01 areiid.>n did go away in a Custom-house boat, and is now at Callis ■ 
aud, 1 confess, nothing sccics to bang more heavy than hu leaving

He tells me that my TiOrd Clmuccllor went away about ten 
at night, on Satnrilay last, at Westminster , and tookbo.it at West- 
minster, and tbcnce by a vessel to Callis, iilicro he behoves he now is ; 
and that the Duke ot York and Mr Wren knew of it, and that himself 
did know of it on Sunday morning that on Sunday his coach, and 
pocmlc abont it, want to I’wittonham, and the world thought that he 
haa been there that nothing but tins unhappy paper Litli undone

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J Minnes, did eit and do notbing, do ho still without any trouble ;

than we did thattiie Gummanden, the gentlemen that could never 
bo brought to order, but undid aU, are now the men that find fault and 
abuse others : that it bod been much better for tho King to have given 
Sir J. Minnes and Sir W. Batten 10001 a>ycar to have sat still, than 
to have had them m this business this war tliat the serving a prince 
that minds not his business is most unhappy for them that serve hun 
well, and an unhappiness so great that he declares ho wdl never have 
more to do with a war under him That he hath papers which do 
lliitly contradict the Duke of Albemarle's Narrative , and that he hath

their expectation of bemg of the Commission, now they would put it 
into sncii hands ns it shall get no credit from for it they do look to 
the bottom and sec tho King's ease, they think they iiic then bound to 
mve the King money , when s they wonld be excused from that, and 
uicroforo endeavour to make this business of tho Accounts to signif' 
httle Comes Captain Cocke to me, and there lie tells me, to m/ 
great satisfaction, that Sir Robert Brookes did dine with him to-dav;

Is 1 paid also for my 
coach and a lior-ic to Bnstoll, 1( Is (xT Took coach, and away without 
any of the comjwuy of tho other stage-coaches that go out of this town 
to-day , and rode all day with some tronblo, for fear of our being Qut 
of aur way, over the Downes, (where the life of the shepherds^ in fair 
weather only, pretty). In the afternoon come to Ahury , wherq seeiud 
great stones like those of Stonehenge standing np, I stopped and took 
a countryman of that town, and he carried mo and showed me a place 
trenched in, like Old Sarum almost, with great stones pitched in it

lint that that pleases me most is, that scstral do tell me that Pen is to 
be rciiinvud , and others that he hath lesigncd his place , and pai* 
tieularly Spragg tells mo fur tcrtaiii that lie hath lesnrncd it, and is 
beuoiiic a partner with Gandcn in the Viclu,illnig in which 1 think ho 
liutli done a very cnniimg thing , but I am sure I am gl.id ol it , and 
it will be well ior the King to lutvc him out ot this olhcc Sir John 
Talbot talks mighty high tor my land oi Ormond and 1 pcricivc this 
family of the T.alhots hath been raised by my Lord 
5th Tlie Duke of York did tall mo and Air Wiei., and my paper 
that 1 have lately taken pains to dr.iw np w ns read, and the Diiko in 
York pleased tliercwith , .ind w'c did all along conclude ujinii answers 
to my mind for the Board, and that tliat, it put in execution, will do 
tho King’s business But T do now moro and mine perceive the Duke 
oi York’s trouble, and that ho do lie under gioat wtaght of niiiiU irom

Controller, who is so old as to he able to do nothing He told me

Tho Duke of York tolu mo how these people do begin to cact dirt upon 
the business that passed the Council lately tonelung Supcrmimeranes, 
as passed by virtue of his authority there, there ^mg not liberty for 
any mai to withstand what the Duke of York advises tiiero , whicn, he 
told mo, they bring only as an argument to insinuate the putting of Ike 
Admiralty into Commission, which by all men’s discourse is now dcsigaod, 
and I iien'oive tho same by him 'i'his being done, and going from liim, 
I up and down the house to hear news nnd there every body’s mouth 
full of changes , and among others, the Duke of York’s regiment of 
Guards that was raised during the late war at sea it is to ho disbanded 
and also, that this day the King do mlend to declare that the Duko of 
Ormond is no more Deputy ot Ireland, hut that he will put it into 
Commission This day our new Treasurers did kiss the King’s hand; 
who complimented them, as thcr say, very highly, — ^that he had foi a 
long time been abused in his 'iTeasniy, and that he was now safe in 
their hands I saw them walk up and down the Court together ail 
this morning , the first tunc 1 ever saw Osborne, who is a comely gen- 
tleman Tins day I was told that my Loid Anglcsy did deliver a

were his proper Gounsel m all matters of nght > to which, 1 tun told, 
the &ng, afW my Lord’s being withdrawn, concluded upon his givmg 
him an answer some few days nenca, and so he was callM m and told 
sa At the Treasurer’s, Sir Thomas Clifford, where I did eat some 
ovflters ; wmeh while we were at, in comes my Lord Keener and mneh 
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company ; and ao I tiionght it beat to withdraw And oo away, and to 
the Swedea Agent’a, andtheaemetMr.

three years. They will cry out against their King and coinmaiidcK 
and generals, none like Qiem m the world, and yet will not hear u 
stronger say a word of them but thiy will ent his throat That upon a 
time Hwe of the commandcia of their army oxclaaming aminst their

stepped at Hercules' Pillars , and there I did give them the best 

3 er I could, and pretty merry , and so home Itetween eleven and 
re at night. 

23rd To Westminster Abbiy, and there did see all the tombs very 
finely, having one with us alone (there liemg othei company this day 
to see the tombs, it bemg Shrove-Tuesday ) and here we did see, by 
particular favour, the body of Queen Kutheriiic ot Viilois , and I had 
the upiicr port of her body iii my haiuN, aud T did kiss her mouth, 
reflectmg upon it that 1 md kiss a qucenc, and that this was my 
birth-day, llurty-six years old, that I did kiss a mieeue But here this 
man, who seems to understand well, tells me that the saying is not 
true that she was never buried, for she was buned , only when Henry 
the Seventh built his diapel, she was taken iip and Inid m this wooden 
coffin , but I did there see that in it the body was buned m a leaden 
one, which remains under the body to this day 
25th To the Diiko of York’s house, and there before one, but the 
house infinite full , where by and by the King and Court coinc, it 
Jiemg a new play, or an old one now vamped by Shadwell, called " The 
Boyml Shopnoracsse ,”t but the silliest for words and design, and 
evcf^thing, that ever I saw in my whole life, there being nothing in 
(he world pleasing lu it, but a good martiall donee of pikemcn, where

house ! But 1 plainly discern the niusick is the better, by hoSv much 
the house the emptier 

Mmch 1 I do hear that my louly Paulina kfoiotafpi did die yes- 
terday ' at which I went to my Lonl’s lodgiii^rs, but he is shut up 
with sorrow, and so not to be spoken with and therefoife I returned, 
and to Westminster Hall, where I hare not been, I think, in some 
moiitlis And here the Hall ii.is mtj lull, the Kin;f havin;' by Com- 
mission to some Lords this day proro;;ued the P.irhiiment till the 
10th ut October next , at which I am gl.id, ho]iin;' to have time to 
over to Franco this year But 1 was most of .ill surprised this morn- 
ing Iw my Lord Bellasses. who by appointmont met me fit Auditor 
Wood’s at the Temple, and tolls mo ol a duel! desiffned between the 
Dnke of Buckingham .ind niv Lord Halifax, or Sir W Coventry, the 
challenge being aimed by Flany SnviUe, hut pn'veiited by my Lord 
Arlington, and the King told of it ami this was nil tlii' disconi-sc at 
Court this day But I meeting Sir W Coxeiitry in the Duke of Yoik’s 
chamber, he would not own it to mi but told me ho was a man of too 
much peace to meddle with fighting, and no it rested but the tilk is 
full m the town of the business Thenoe, having walked some turns 
with my cosen Pepys, and most people by their discourse believing 
that this Piirlminent will never sit more, 1 away. 1 did bring home 
a piece of my face cast in pluister, for to moke a vizard up9n fur

man, and ofthcDiiko at York’s Bcdchniubci, J hoiirduiti nvanls that the 
Duke of York is mightily incensed at, ami ilo appeal very high to the 
Kmg thatliemight not be sent thitln i,but to the 'I'oa er, this beiii)i;donc 
only in contempt, tc him This news ol Sir AV Coventry did Ktrike me 
tb the heait, an ' with n'json, lor by this and my Lord ot Urniond’s 
biiHiiii-ss i O'! donlit tnu tile Duke ot Bii(kingham will be so Hushed 
th.it he vi4ll not stop : t any thing, but b(‘ iurced to do any thing now, 
os thinking it not soiw to cud licie , and. Sir W' Coventry being gone, 
the King will have no Tood Coninellor left, noi the Unkc f f York any 
sure tnend to stick to him . nor any good man will remain to advise 
w hat 18 good This, tlierelure, do heartily trouble me, as any thing 
tliat ever I beard So np into the House, and met with neveral people , 
blit the Goininittce did not meet And the whole House I find full of 
the business ot Sir W Coventry’s, and most men very sensible of the 
cause and eflects ot it So, meeting with my Loid Bellushos, he told 
mu the particiihirs of tins matter, that it arises about a quarrel winch 
Sir W (’oventry hod with the Duke ot Buckingham, about a dcsimi 
betivPcu him and Sir Robert Howard to bring linn into a play at the 
Kiilg’s liuiiso , which AV Coventry not enduring, did by H Savillc send 
a letter to the Duke of Bnckmghani. that he h^ a desire to speak with 
him Hpou which the Duke ot Buckingham did bid Holmes (his 
champion over since my Lord Shrewsbury’s busmcbs) go to him to do 
the business , but H Savillc would not tell it to iiny but liiraselt, uml 
tlientore did go presently to the Duke ot llm kmghaiii, and told bmi 
that his undo Covculry was a pcison of honour, and w as sensible of his 
Croce’s liberty taken of abusing bim, and that be h.id a desire ot satis- 
faction, and would fight with linn Biilthatlieielheyweieiiiteiriipted 
by my Lord Ch,uiiberl,uu's coining in, who wns eomniandeil to go to bid 
the Duke of Budsinghani to conie to the King, Holmes having discovered 
it He told me that the King did last night at the Council ask the 
Duke oi Buckingham, i^n hia honour, whether lie received any chal- 
lenge trom AV Coventry r which he confessed that he had , and then the 
King oskmg W Coventry, he told him that lie did not owiie what the 
Duke of Buekiiigliani had said, though it was not lit for-iui to give 
Inm a direct contradiction But, bemg by the King put upon declaring 
the truth upon his honour, he an iwered that lie had understood that 
man/ 1ig,ra questions, had upon tins business boei moved to some 
lawyers, and tliiiit tliereforc he was unwilling to deelaie any thing that 
luignt from his own mouth roinlcr him i anovious to his Al ijestv’s dis- 
pleasure, and then'fore prayed to Iw excused vvliieh tin' King did tlii.ik 
lit to interpret to be a oontessiuu, luid so gave warrant that night tor 
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his commitmcr'' to the Tower B«ug very much troubled at this, 1 
away by coach homewards, and directly to the Tower, whoio I find him 
in one Afr Bunuct's house, son to Major Bayly, one of the Officers of 
the Ordnance, in the Bricke Tower where I find him busy with my 
Lord Halifax and his brother , so I would not stay to interrupt them, 
but only to sivo him comfort and offer my service to him, which he 
kindly and luieerfnlly received, only owning his being troubled for the 
King his master's displeasiirt', which 1 snppose iH'%e ordinary form 
and will of persons in this condifaon And so I parted with great con- 
tent that I had so carlily seen him then' , and so, going oSit, did meet 
Sir Jgr Smith gomg to meet me, who had newly been with Sir W. 
Coventry And so he and I by water to Itcdnffe, and so walked to 
Deptford, wheiv I havi* not been, 1 think, these twelve months and 
there to the Treasurer’s honso, where the Duke of York is, and His 
Diichesse , and there wo find them at dinner in the gnmt room, un- 
hung and there whs with them my Lmly Dnehesse of Moufhouth, the 
Coiiiitoss of Palinoutli, Castlcmaine, iicnndtta Hide,* my Lady 
Hinchinghrokc H sisfcr, and my Lady Peterl^rongh And after 
dinner Sir .ler Sipith and 1 were invited down to dinner with 
some of the Maids of Honour, namely, Mrs. Ogle,t Blakc,t 
and IIaward,S (which did mo good to havi* the honour to dine with and 
look on) , and the mother of the Maids, and Mrs Howard, the mother 
of the Miiid of Honour of that name, and the Duke’s housekeeper here 
Here was also Monsieur Blanofort, Sir Bichard Powell, Oolonell Villera, 
Sir Jonathan Trclawiy,|| and others And hero drank most cxcclloat, 
and great variety, and plenty of wmes, moro than I have drank at once 
tliese seven years, but yet did me no great hurt Having dinctl very 
merrily, and understanding by Blanofort how anj^ the Duke of York 
was about their offenng to send Savillo to tha Gate-house among the 
rogues , and then, observing how this company, botli the ladies and all, 
arc of a gang, and did drink a heidth to the union of the two bmthers, 
and talking of others as their enemies, they parM, and so we up and 
there I did find the Duke of York and Duchesse with all the jgreat 
ladies sitting upon a carpet on the ground, there being no chairs, 
playing at “ i love my love with an A, because he is sO and so , and I 
hate him with an A, because of this and that ” and some of them, but 
particularly the Duchesso herself and my Lady Ciintlemame, were very 
witty 'I'his done, they took barge, and 1 with Su ,T Smith to Oaptaui 
Coy’s , and there to talk, and left them. 

6th After dinner I to the Tower, where I find Sir W Coventry with 
abundance of company with him , and after sitting awhile and hearing 
some merry discourse, and, among others, of Mr Brouncker’s hping 
this day summoned to Sir William Morton, one of the Judges, to give

^ IV^foro the office I stepped to Sir W Coventry at the Tower, 
and there hod a great deal of discourse with him , among others, of the 
King’s putting hin^out of the Council yesterday, with -t^ich ho is well 
contented, as with ^at else they cun strip him of, he telling me, and 
so hath longi^hat he is weary and suifeitcd of business But he joms 
with mo in his fears tliat all will go to naught, os matters are now 
managed Ho told me the matter of the play that was intended fos his 
abuse, wherem they foolishly and silLly uiing ui two tables like that 
wbjpli ho hath made with a round hole iii the middle m hia closet to 
turn himself in ,f and lie is to be m one of them as master, and Bir J 
Duucomb 11 ^ the other, as his man or imitator and their discourse in 
those tables about the deposing of their books and pajicrs very foolish 
But that that he is offended with, is his bemg made so contemxitible, as 
tliaC any should dare to make a gentleman a subject for the mirth of 
the world and that therefure he hod told Tom Killigrew that he shoulil 
tell his actors, whoever they were, th.it did offer at any thing like 
representing him, that he would not compbiin to iiiy Lord Chiimbcrlain, 
which was too we<iik, nor get liim beaten, as Sir Cfiarles Seilley is Mud 
to liave done , but that he would cause his nose to bo cut He told mo 
how that the Diiko of Budungbum did himself some time since desire 
to join with him, of all men in England, and did bid him propound to

15th Up, and by water with W Hewer to the Temple , and thence

16th Comes to mo Mr Evelyn of DopttoM, a worthy good man, and 
dmed with me (but a bad dinner) who is gneved^r and speaks openly 
to me hiB thoughts of the times, and our rnii) approaching , and all by 
the folly ot tlie King Ills biismess to me was about A>me ground of 
his at Deptford, next to the King’s yard and after dinner wo parted. 
To'Woolwich, where I saw, but did not go on board, my ship “ The 
Jerzy,” she lying at llio wliiirf under repair But my busincBS was to 
speak with Ackwoitli about some old things and paaso^ in the Navy 
for my information therein, in order to my great business now of 
stating the history of the Navy This 1 did , and upon the whole do 
find that the late tiiucs, in ah their manrgement, were not more 
husbandly tlion wo , end other thmgs of good content to me Thence 
to Greenwich by water, <ind there Lmded at the King’s house, whieh 
goes on slow, but is very pretty I to the Pork, there to see the pro- 
spect of the hill, to judge oi Dancre’s picture which he hath made 
thereof for mo , and I do like it veiy well and it is a very pretty place. 
Thence to Deptford, but staid IJuthwaytc being out of the way 
And so home, and then to the King’s Tavern (Morncc’s) and staid tm 
W Hewer fetched his uncle Blackburn by appointment to me, to dis- 
course of the business of the Navy m the late times , and he did do it 
oy giving me a most exact account in wntiiig of the several turns lu

11th At noon to dinner ivith Mr Wren to Lambeth, with the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbniy , the first time 1 was ever there, and 1 have long 
longed for it Where a noble house, and well furnished with good 

S ictures and tnrmture, and noble attendance in good order, and a great 
eal of company though an ordinaiy day , and exceeding great cmeer, 
no where hdter, nr so much, that ever I think I saw for aic'drdinaiy 
table and the Bishop mighty kind to me particularly, desiring my 
company another time when less company there Most m the company 
mne, and I going, I heard by a gentleman of a sermon that was to lie 
bhere, and so 1 staid to hear it, thinking it sennas, till by and by the 
gentleman told me it was a mockery, by one Cornet Bolton, a very 
gentlemon-like man, that behind a choir md pray and preach like h> 
i^sbyter Scot, with all the possible imitation in gpunacos and voice. 
And ms text about the hanging up their harps upon the willow»i'and 
a senons good sermon too, exclaiming against Bishops, and crying up 
of my good Lord Eghngton, till it mue us all burst , but I did wondn 
to have the Bishop at uns tune to make himself sport wslih things of 
this kind, but I perceive it was shown him as a ranly. And he took 
can to have the room-daor shut, hut there were about twenty gaii]e< 
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men tliere . and myself infinitely pleased with the novelty. So over 
to White Hall to a httle ^mmittee of Tangier , and thonoo walking 
m the Qallory, 1 met Sir Inomos Osliorno. who, to my great content 
did of hiB own aooord fall mto discourse with me, with sud profeBsious 
of value and respect, placing the whole virtue of the i^ce of the Navy 
upon Ae, and uint lor the Controller’s place no manfin England was 
fit for it but ii)p, when Sir J. Minnes, as ho says it is necessary, is 
removed, but then l&ows not what to do lor a man in luy place, and 
m diBconrs^ though l«have no mind to the other, did bring in Tom 
Hater to be the fittest man in the world for it, which he took good 
notice of. Bat m the whole I was mightily pleased, reckonmg myself 
fifty per cent, securer in my pluco than I did before think myself to be. 
By water with my brother as huh as Eulham, talkmg and singing, 
Aad playing the rogue with the Western bargemen about the women 
of AVoolwicn , which mods them.

With my coach to St James’s, and there fmdmg the Duke of 
York gone to muster hu inen in Hyde Park, I alone with my boy 
thitlmr, and there saw more, walking out of my coach as other genUe- 
mou md, of a soldier's trade than ever 1 did m my life the men being 
mighty fine, and their Cominandors, particularly the Duke of Mon* 
month but methought their trade but very easy us to tlie mustering 
of their men, and the men but indiftercntly ready to perform what was 
commanded in the handlmg of their arms Hero the news was first 
talked of Harry Kilhgrcw's being wounded m nine places liist night 
by footmen m the highway, going from the Park m a hackney-coach 
towards Hammersmith, to his house at 'rurnham Greene they being 
supposed to be my Lady Shrewsbury's men, she being by m her coach 
wi^ BIX horses, upon an old grudgo of his saying openly that he had 
intngnaj with her 'rhence by and by to Whito Hall, and there I 
waited u^n the Kmg and Queeno all dinner time in tbe Queens's 
lodgmgs, she bemg in^r white pinner, and appearing like a woman 
with child, and wo seemed handsomer plain so tliun dressed And 
by and by dinner done, 1 out aud to walk in tho Gallery, for the Duke 
of York’s coming out , and there meeting Mr May, he took mo down 

S hout fimr o’dook to Mr Chevin’s lodgings, and all alone did get me a 
ish of cold chickens and good inne, and I dined like a ^nce, bemg 
hefioyg very hungry and empty By and by tho Duke of xork oomos, 
and Kodily took me to his closet, and received my petition, and die* 
coursed about my eyes, and pitied me, and with much Kindness did give 
me his consent to M absent, and wproved of my proposition to go into 
Holland to obsmve things there or the Navy , but would first wk the 
King’s leave, which he anon di^ and did tell me that the King would 
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1)0 a mod master to mo, (these were his words about my eyes,) and do 
like <n my goma into Holland, hut do advi^ that nobody snonld know 
of my going timber, and that I shonld pretend to go into the country 
somewhere , which I liked well. In disconrse this afternoon, the Duke 
of York did tell me that he was the moat amazed at one thing mst now 
that ever he wafi in his life , which w.os, that tlie Duke of BucKmgham 
did just now come into the Quconc's 1x!d-cliambor|jvhtfX) the King was, 
with much mixed company, and, among others, Tom Killimw, the 
father of Hariy, who was lost night wounded 60 as to bean danger of 
death, and his man is quite dead, and there did say tliat ho hod spoke 
with oomc one that was by, (whieh person nil tlie world must know 
must be hia mistress, my jjady Shrewsbury,) who sn^s that tliey did 
not mean to hurt, but beat him, and that he did mu farst at them wiljh 
his sword , so that he do hercliy dearly discover that ho knows who 
did it, and is of conspiracy with tliem, being of known gpnmiracy 
with her, which the Duke of York did seem to be pleased with, ano 
said it might perhaps cost him his life m the House of Lords ; and_ 1

20th With my eyes mighty weary, and my head full of care how to 
get my accounts and busmess semed against my journey, home to

_ 24th To White Hall, where 1 attended the Duke of York, and was by 
him led to tlie King, who expressed great sense of my misfortime in 
my eyes, and concernment for their recovery , and occoraingly signified, 
nort only his assent to my desire therein, but commanded me to give 
them rest this summer, according to my hito petition to tho Duko of 
York. 

26th To 'White Hall, whore all the morning Dined with Mr. Chcvins, 
with Alderman Backewcll, and Spragg l%e Court full of the nows 
from Captain Hubbert of '* The Milfora,” touching his being affronted 
in the Streights, shot at, and having eight men kiUed him by a French 
man-of-war, calling him ” English dog,” and commanding him to 
strike , which he refused, and, us knowing himself much too weak foi 
him, made awav from him Tlie Queen, as bning supposed with child, 
fell ill, so Hs to call for Madam Hun, Mr Clicvms’ sister, one of 
her women, from dinner from us, this being the lost dify of tocir 
doubtfulness touching her being with child, and they were therein 
well confirmed by her Majesty’s being well again before night. One 
Sit Edmund Bury Godfry,* a woodmongcr and Justice oT Peace in 
Westminster, having two days since arrested Sir Alexander Frazier 
for about 302 m finng, the bmhfTswcro apprehended, committed to thr 
porter’s lodge, and fhere, ^ the Emga command, the last night 
severely whipped , from which the Justice himself very bardW esrspod, 
(to Buen an unusual degree was the King moved therein ) Bfat he lies

The cffe^ of it may be bad to the Court 

28th. To St James's, where the King’s being witft the Duke of 
York prevented a meeting of the 'i'angior Commission But Lord! 
what a deal of Sony discourse did 1 hear between the King and several 
Lords abontjiim here ' but very mean, methought So with Creed to 
the Exctsc-oflicu. and back to white ilnll, where, m the Pork, Sir G. 
Carteret did give an account of his discourse lately witii the Gioin- 
inisHioners of Accounts, who except against many things, but none 
tluit 1 find considerable, among ouiers, th.it of the officers of the Navy 
selling of the King’s goods, and paTticnliirly my providing him witn 
calico which having been by order, and but once, when necessity 
and the Kmg’s apparent profit justified it as conformable to my partt 
nilar duty, it will prove to my advantage that it be enquired into, 
Nfivertholess, haviag this morning rcceivi^ from them n demand of an 
account of all monies within their cognizance received and issued by 
mo, I was willing upon this hint to give myself rest, by knowing 
whether their meaning thomn might reach only to my Trcasurership 
for Tangier, or the monies employed on tins occasion I went there- 
fore to tliom this afternoon to understand what monies they meant , 
where they answered mo by saying, " The eleven months’ tax, customs, 
and prize money,” without mentioning (any mori or th<in I demanding) 
the service they respected tliorcm and so without further discourse wo 
parted upon vciy good terms of respect, anil with few words, but my 
mind not fhlW satisfied about the monies they mean 

29th The King's birth-day To White Hall, where all very gay , and 
particularly the Fnnce of Tuscany very fine, and is the first day of his 
appearing out of mourning sinco he came. I licanl the Bishop of 
I’dnrborough* preach but dully, bnt a good anthem of Pelham’s 
Home to dinner, and then with iny wife to Hyde Park, where all the 
evening great store of company, and great preparations by the Pnnee 
of Tuscany to celebrate the nignt with fire-works, for tho Aiug’s birth- 
day. And BO home. 

80th (Whitsunihiy) By water to White Hull, and thence to Sir W 
Coventry, where all the morning by his bed-side, ho being indisposed. 
Our dismursc was upon tlio notes I have lately prepared for Com- 
manders’ Instmctions, but conclnded that nothing will render them 
efiectual without an amendment in the choice of them, that they Im 
seamen, and not wntlcmon above tho command of the Admiral, by 
1{ie greatness of their relations at Court Thence to 'White Hall, and 
£nedwith Mr Chcvins and his sister- whither by and by came in 
Mr. ,P,rogors and Sir Thomas Allen, and by and by fine Mrs Wells, 
who is a great beauty , and there I hoi my full gaze ujion her, to my 

e at content, she being a woman of pretty conversation. Thence m 
D uke of 'York, who, with tho oflicers of the Navy, made a good 
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on my drauglit of my uevr Inatruction8 to Gommanden, m 
wdl aK praamiw hu Gcnenllfl ot a nform^ion among thorn, as liking d 
tny humble offers towards it. Thence bemg called by my wife^ we to 
the Park . whence the ram eent ns aoddenly home 

mat Up very betimca, and ooutinoed all we monung with Hewer, 
upon cxamimilg and atatinc my ocoonnta, in order to the fitting mjv^ 
to go abroad beyond aoa, \wich the ill condition qf my eyes and my 
neglect for a year or two hath kept me behimThand in, and ao as to 
render it very difficult now and tzoublcaomo te my mmdito do it ; but 
I this day mode a Batufactory entrance thcrem. Had an^er meeting 
with the Duke of York at White Hall on yeaterday'a work, and made 
a good advance and ao bemg called by my wife, we to the Park, Mary 
Bateher, and a Dutch gcutlemau, a friend of hers, being with p. 
Thence to “ The World’s Bud,” a drinking honae by the Fork , and 
there merry, and ao homo late Ami thus ends all that I dgubt I shall 
over be able to do with my own eyes in the keeping of my Joamall, I 
bemg not able to do it any longer, having done'now so long aa to nndfi 
my eyes almoat every tune that I take a pen in my hand, and thdre- 
lore, whatever cornea of it, 1 must forbear and therefore resolve, from 
thia tune forward to have it kept by my people in long-hand, and most 
he contented to act down no more than la fit for them and all the world 
to know, or if there bo any thing, 1 must endeavour to keep a maigm 
m my book open, to odd here and there a note m short-hand with my 
own hand.
